The 
invasive purple loosestrife has 
been resistant to the two spe- 
cies release in 1994 when the 
normal 5,000 beetles were ap- 
plied to the area. 

“This could be for any num- 
ber of reasons,’ Hutchinson 
relented that is was not known 
why, but many different fac- 
tors may have contributed to 
the invasive species evading 
its two planted predators, the 
Galerucella pusilla and Gale- 
rucella calmariensis. 

For whatever reason, the 
earlier normal release did 
not do their jobs, the mega 
release carefully distributed 
in clusters will be monitored 

| later in the fall. 
| “It is important to leave 
them alone for awhile.”

Invading species are one of the 
greatest threats to the biodiversity 
of Ontarios waters, wetlands and 
woodlands. Originating from 
other regions of the world, and 
in the absence of their natural 
predators or controls, invading 
species can have devastating ef- 
fects on native species, habitats 
and ecosystems. 

Purple loosestrife, a beauti- 
ful but aggressive invader, ar- 
rived in eastern North America 
in the early 1800s. Plants were 
brought to North America by 
settlers for their flower gardens, 
and seeds were present in the 
ballast holds of European ships 
that used soil to weigh down 
the vessels for stability on the 
ocean. Sinée it was introduced, 
purple loosestrife has spread 
westward and can be found 
across much of Canada‘and 
the United States. 

For large infestations, the most 
effective method has been bi- 
ological control through the 
release of insects that are the 
plant’s natural enemy in its na- 
tive habitat. Two beetle species, 
Galerucella pusilla and Galeru- 
cella calmariensis, eat the leaves 
and new shoot growth, which 
seriously affects growth and seed 

production of the plants. 

The Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters, (O.F.A.H.) 
in partnership with the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
and Wetland Habitat Fund, has 
also been working with land- 
owners throughout Ontario 
to control the spread of pur- 
ple loosestrife again this year, 
Hutchinson said. 

Galerucella beetles were ini- 
tially brought to Canada and the 
United States in 1992 to control 

purple loosestrife. Regulatory 
agencies from both countries ap- 
proved their release after strin- 
gent research, conducted in Eu- 
rope, established the beetles as 
harmless to native species and 
the environment. The beetles 
are now being used successfully 
in 9 Canadian provinces and 33 
US. states and this natural con- 
trol has become recognized as a 
viable alternative to more tradi- 
tional methods of control.

Farmers know there are no quick 
and easy solutions to agricul 
ture’s financial malaise.

Agniculture has historic links 


to municipal governments, and 
we believe those links could yield 
some answers to curing the in- 
dustry’s issues.

With- 
out a knowledgeable farm voice 
at the Council table, decisions 
can be made that sometimes 
harm agriculture. 


OFA wants to see agriculture 
maintain and expand its posi- 
tion in rural Ontario-a position 
that has seen farming, over the 
years, as the engine driving the 
rural economy. Economic Im- 
pact Studies, sponsored by lo- 
cal federations of agriculture 
in recent years, provide ample 
proof of the value of farming 
to the rural Ontario economic 
picture. 


The results provided by these 
studies have made it clear to all 
levels of government that agricul- 
ture makes an important contni- 
bution, information that munici- 
pal councils need to remember 
as they develop plans for future 
economic development. The pos- 
sibilities are only limited by the 
imaginations of those involved- 
--everything from ethanol plant 
development to the promotion 
of deer and elk marketing as a 
tourism attraction. 


As Ontario's non-farm rural 
population expands, there's an 
increased need to expand ag- 
ricultural awareness programs, 
even in rural Ontario. Munici- 
pal councils have regular lines 
of communication with their 
residents, and OFA would wel-

Total of three crows confirmed 
positive for West Nile virus 


Further tests on two dead crows 
presumed positive for West Nile 
virus have confirmed the finding. 
That brings to three the total of 
positive birds in the area. 

The Hastings & Prince Ed- 
ward Counties Health Unit an- 
nounced on July 7 that a crow 
found in Tweed was presumed 
WNyv positive. That bird and a 
third dead crow found in Madoc 
Township were confirmed posi- 
tive on July 8. The first confirmed 
positive finding was in Faraday 
Township in North Hastings on 
June 24. 

“These three confirmed posi- 
tive test results tell us that West 
Nile virus is present in our Health 
Unit area; said Dave Dodgson, a 
supervisor in the Inspection De- 
partment. “Rather than continue 
to issue statements each time we 
have such a finding, we will post 
the information on our website. 

“The virus is here;’ Dodgson 
continued. “The important point 
is that the public understand that

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wherever they live in our area, 
they should avoid being bitten 
by mosquitoes as much as pos- 
sible. We thank the public for 
their co-operation in reporting 
dead birds and ask that people 
continue to do so.” 

West Nile virus infection can 
result when a mosquito bites an 
infected bird and then bites a 
human. Although less than one 
per cent of people bitten by an 
infected mosquito develop West 
Nile virus disease, the effects can 
be very serious, even fatal. 

“The best way to keep mos- 
quitoes away is to clean up areas 
where they like to breed,” said 
Dodgson. “Unlike birds or other 
insects, mosquitoes do not fly 
very far and tend to stay close 
to their breeding sites and nor- 
mal habitat. 

“Take a look around your 
house and property and get rid 
of places that would make good 
breeding sites or resting places for 
mosquitoes,’ said Dodgson.

Hastings 
County 
receives 
$13 million 
in gas 
rebate 


OTTAWA - Prince Edward- 
Hastings MP Daryl Kramp is 
pleased to announce that munic- 
ipalities in Hastings County will 
receive over $13 million over 
five years as part of the federal 
gas tax deal signed today. 


“I'm very happy that Hast- 
ings County is getting its fair 
share of this money,’ Kramp 
stated. “The Conservative Par- 
ty has fought that this funding 
should be per capita based and 
not unfairly favour Toronto and 
Ottawa” 


The federal government 
signed an agreement with the 
province of Ontario covering the 
distribution of the five-cents-a- 
litre gas tax revenue for environ- 
mentally sustainable municipal 
infrastructure. These funds are 
shared by 445 Ontario munici- 
palities on a per capita basis 
and not on transit rider ship. A 
breakdown on a year-by-year

FIT TIPS 

Each slipcover manufacturer 
will offer quidelines on choosing 
one that is the right size. They 
will probably carry standard siz- 
es, such as recliner, large chair, 


love seat and sofa. Follow the 
manufacturers’ directions for 
measuring across the width of 
yout furniture to determine the 
cover that will be the closest fit. 
Some other ways to achieve a 
proper fit include: 

« Tucking trouble — If your 
sofa is void of a suitable tuck- 
ing area, Meaning there is no 
crease between the sofa back 
and the arms, create neat pleats

- Thin arms — Beef up the 
arms of your sofa with some 
upholstery batting from a fab- 
ric supply store or craft center 
to fill out your slipcover.

By the 
new millennium, Tucker was still 
in the game.

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Health Unit offers 
cool advice for hot 


times 


It was a scorching hot June 
with more hot weather to come. 
The local public héalth unit has 


advice on how to keep cool. 


Very high temperatures and 
humid days are a health risk 
with or without the presence 
of smog in the air. The most 
vulnerable groups are the same 
for both high temperatures and 
smog. Heat-related illnesses 
range from the annoyance of 
heat rash to the medical emer 
gency ot heat stroke. Our bod 
ies deal with heat by sweating 
As sweat evaporates, it cools 
the skin. Humidity is a prob 
lem because it slows down this 
process, Weather reports refer 
to the humidex. It measures the 
combined effects when both 
humudity and temperatures are 
high. In the 40-45 range, most 
people will teel uncomfortable. 
If the humidex climbs to 46 and 


over, many types of work should

Drink plenty of fluids (unless 
you are on a fluid-restricted 
diet). Don't wait to feel thirsty 
to drink; it's not a good gauge 
ot the body’s needs, especially 
if you are over 65, Drinks that 
are too cold can cause stomach 
cramps. Alcohol causes loss of 
fluid. Instead, choose water and 


fruit juices.

Speeding boaters draw 
ire at Crowe Lake meeting 


comed the opportunity to air 
their complaints about speed- 
boats and speeding Seadoos on 
the lake at the annual meeting 
held Saturday morning at Town 
Hall. Centre Hastings OPP Con- 
stable Rob Gardiner and Peter- 
borough County OPP Con- 
stable Chris Foster answered 
questions about speeding on 
the lake and Beaver Creek. 

“There is no speed limit on 
the lake once a boat is 30 m. 
from shore. Enforcing a lower 
speed limit is a task that takes 
about three years to get ap- 
proved and, ultimate approval 
has to be given by Parliament. 
Cottagers are responsible for 
installing signage; if it's taken 
down, it is again the cottagers’ 
reponsibiity to reinstall it. 

“Another way of controlling 
speeds is to have a municipal 
bylaw but then the municipal- 
ity has to enforce it, “Gardiner 
explained. Ifa person is water- 
skiing from a dock, they can 
go straight out from the dock, 
ignoring the 30m rule. 

The officers suggested the as- 
sociation start lobbying munici- 
pal council about a restriction 
on the size of motors allowed. 
It was noted that, if someone is 
not injured, the boat driver is 
not breaking the law. No deci- 
sion was made on how the as- 
sociation should proceed.

Asa result, the provincial 
Liberal government has rec- 
ognized the problem and de- 
ferred further assessment in- 
creases until 2006. They have, 
suggested one of two solutions: 
limit the increase to 3-4% or the 
inflation rate, on an annual ba- 
sis, or create a separate class of 
waterfront properties. 

Assessments have gone up 


not only in Muskoka, Bill said.

“Now we 
will be testing these practices in 


small watersheds with a view to 
applying the findings to larger 
watersheds.” 

Dubbed WEBs , an acronym 
for “Watershed Evaluation of 
BMPs, the project will measure 
the effects of selected BMPs on 
water quality at regional bench- 
mark sites in British Colum- 
bia, Alberta, Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebec, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia.

Farming Golf Tees To Car Parts 


By Garry Hoekstra 

Golf course owners like the new 
tees. Traditional tees are made 
of wood but now new technol- 
ogy has been developed to fab- 
ricate them from cornstarch 
and everyone benefits. Farmers 
have found a new market for 
their corn, and as for the tees, 
well after a rain they dissolve 
quickly, preserving the appear- 
ance of the golf course. 

Farm products have always 
had a multitude of non-food 
uses. Plants have been used to 
make dye for centuries. In the 
early 1900's most medicines, 
plastics, paints and inks were 
made from plants. Every one of 
Henry Ford's vehicles that rolled 
off the assembly line in 1935 
had parts made from soybeans. 
This changed in the 1940's and 
1950's when petrochemicals re- 


placed agricultural sources of 
raw materials. Since then, fos- 
sil fuels provided much of the 
raw materials for transporta- 
tion and manufacturing. 

Now there is a trend back to 
using plants. Why? Discover- 
ies in plant science, informa- 
tion technology, biochemistry, 
engineering and genetics have 
made it possible to make new 
products out of plants. These 
are called bioproducts. The 
shift from using fossil fuels to 
plant material is gaining popu- 
larity as we are living in an era 
where concerns over the envi- 
ronment discourage the use of 
fossil fuels. 

A bioproduct is a product 
other than food or feed that is 
made from biomass. Biomass 
is material made from carbon 
that is available continuous- 


ly. Crops of corn or soybeans 
planted year-in and year-out 
provide high amounts of re- 
newable biomass. Contrast this 
with fossil fuels, which are a 
limited resource. Carbon (or 
organic) material can come 
from many different sources. 
In addition to plants, it can 
come from animals, marine, 
forestry and even municipal 
waste depositories. | 

Examples of bioproducts in- 
clude biopower such as heat 
and electricity, biofuels such 
as ethanol and biodiesel, cos- 
metics made from oat starch, 
industrial chemicals and many 
other products. Other examples 
are textiles made from flax and 
hemp, and bioplastics made 
from cornstarch. 

Global warming and indus- 
trial pollution are less when bio- 


fuels are burned than fossil fu- 
els. Also, bioproducts offer the 
opportunity for new markets 
for crops and livestock. 


And for farmers, and con- 
sumers, the good news is that 
a bioproduct--based economy 
is rapidly developing. The U.S. 
announced a plan to triple their 
bioenergy and bioproducts use 
by 2010. In Canada, six per- 
cent of energy needs are now 
being met from biofuels com- 


pared to three percent for the 


European Union and the U.S.. 
This is a growing trend with 
enormous opportunities for 
agriculture!

Feds relocate funding 


in new‘cattle strategy 


’Ottawa--- Agriculture and Agri- 

Food Minister Andy Mitchell 
has announced an important 
reallocation of funds from ex- 
isting measures to support the 
transformation of the Canadian 
cattle and other ruminants in- 
dustry into a profitable player 
in the domestic and interna- 
tional markets. 

This adds momentum to 
changes already underway in 
the industry as a result of Cana- 
the Canadian Livestock Strategy 
announced on September 10, 
2004 by Minister Mitchell. 

“Our goal is not simply to re- 
capture lost market share, but to 
move the industry to a new level 
of success, We are committed 
to ensuring that programs and 
services best meet the needs of 
the livestock industry and will 
continue to adjust as nécessary,” 
said Minister Mitchell. “Our 
producers have worked hard 


to produce the best livestock 
in the world and they should 
be reaping the full benefits of 
that achievement’ 

Provinces that had expressed 
interest in participating in the 
former Managing Older Ani- 
mals Program before the ap- 
plication deadline will now be 
participating in the successor 
program Herd Management 
for Older Animals Program, 
specifically designed to pro- 
vide the flexibility to provinces 
to address the selective culling 
of older animals. This program 
will be offered 60:40 cost shared 
funding to Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebec and some Atlantic prov- 
inces, to assist in rejuvenating 
the Canadian herd through se- 
lective culling of older animals. 
Discussions continue with in- 
dustry groups and stakeholders 
to address the aging national 
herd. The measures also include 
funding of $17.1 million to help 


expand Canada‘ slaughter ca- 
pacity, with a goal of processing

tant modifications to the Ru- 
minant Slaughter Loan Loss Re- 
serve Program are being made 
to address specific needs of the

The initiatives announced to- 
day also include financial assis- 
tance of $10.2 million to offset 
costs to producer organizations 
that maintain infrastructure re- 
lated to genetic improvement of 
breeding animals.

If you borrow 
a book or microfilm through the 
Interloan System, you will see a 
huge impact as this is one area 
where the cuts are expected to hit 
hard. Again, this is yet another 
of the services libraries depend 
upon from SOLS. Unfortunately, 
the budget for SOLS is expected 
to be cut by 40%, a budget that 
has already taken a beating over 
the past year. 


I think that weas librarians and 
library users have to let our Min- 
ister of Culture and government 
representatives know that we will 
not stand idly by and watch this 
happen! We all recognize the im- 
portance of literacy and libraries, 
however, if the government con- 
tinues to chip away at the services 
and funding to libraries, we lose 
the ability to offer our commu- 
nities exactly what Mme. Meil- 
leur herself stated that she was 
so proud of “...as being one of 
the best library systems.in the 
world”

Ihe molester had been trusted, until a little girl was brave 
enough - oh you were so brave - to stand up to the power that 
used, abused and misguided a young mind. You stopped the pain 
from spreading any further. Thank you. 

A predator wilfidentify and engage his victim. He'll gain the 
child's trust, break down defenses, and manipulate him/her into 
performing or permitting the desired sex act. If necessary, the

The grooming process often seems similar from offender to 
offender, largely because it takes little to discover that emotional 
seduction is the most effective way to manipulate children”

cording to the Madoc Mercury 
and North Riding News, “the 
excellent quality of the grain 
was the most noticeable fea- 
ture of the show” 

Records show “In 1867, Pres- 
ident John Tassie, won Ist prize 
in domestic manufacturing 
for 10 yds of undressed full 
cloth” There was considerable 
dissatisfaction with the deci- 
sions of the judges. (In order 
to attend the County Fair, one 
planned to spend one day in 
going to, and another return- 
ing from.) 

A 1887 newspaper, the 
North Hastings Review, let 
it be known that the fair had 
grown, including, lacrosse and 
baseball tournaments; foot rac- 
es; a fat man’s race; a concert 
with orchestra; a torch light 
and trades parade and fire- 
works. The parade, according 
to records, included Cham- 
bers & Moon's representative 
butcher shop in full operation. 
“The full process of killing and 
dressing lamb took place on the 
wagon during the parade. The 
fireman's band took the lead. 
Greatly to the amusement of 
the crowd came W. Coe’s large 
Durham bull, led along in the 
procession, upon whose back 
was a canvas box with North 
Hastings Stock Farm neatly 
printed thereon. Next came 
the Village council drawn by 
a four-horse team.” 

The special attractions in 
1888, this year's Agricultural 
Volunteers found, included, “A 
Grand Wedding - If any young 
couple wish to start housekeep- 
ing with a grand list of pres- 
ents, they ought to engage with

Hundreds 
of dollars worth of presents 
will be given to the couple who

The fair committee encour- 
aged the public to “Lay your 
plans to visit Madoc during 
the two day show, and if you 
have anything worth showing, 
bring it along” 

One hundred years ago to- 
day, on September 14th and 
15th, 1905, “The poultry ex- 
hibit was probably the largest 
ever seen in the county, com- 
prising upwards of 500 birds 
and was one of the features 
of the exhibition. The horse 
exhibit composed over 100 
head, cattle about 150 head, 
composing splendid herds of 
Ayrshires, Holsteins, Jerseys 
and Durhams. 80 cheese were 
in competition. A very inter- 
esting part of the show was 
Mr. Arthur Pitts with No. 2 
Chatham Incubator, hatching 
chickens by coal oil. Mr. Pitts 
tells us he has hatched as high 
as 87 chicks our of his 100 egg 
machine. Among the specta- 
tors were the MP & MPP who 
contributed most liberally to 
the prize list. 

“The splendid exhibit of min- 
erals at the Madoc Fair this 
year was one of the big fea- 
tures of that very successful 
show. The list comprised Mr. 
Stewart's splendid cases of gold 
and other ores, iron from the 
Wallbridge and other Madoc 
mines, pyrite from Bannock- 
burn; silver, copper, actino- 
lite, lead, marble, etc., all from 
North Hastings mines.” 

Concerts were held in the 
Masonic Hall both evenings. 


On Thursday, a a “splendid mov- 
ing picture entertainment” was 
given and on Friday, a “first- 
class concert, at which Mr. Will 
J. White, Toronto's favourite 
comedian” was the leading at- 
traction. The 1.0.0.F. band fur- 
nished music both days and 
evenings. 

In the early days of the 
Madoc Agricultural Fair, stores 
accommodated the gathering at 
the fair grounds, closing their 
doors at 1 p.m. and reopen- 
ing at 6 p.m., so that everyone 
could attend the parade, com- 
petitions, athletic sports and 
races. Train fares were reduced 
on the G.T.R. and C.PR. A re- 
served seating plan was avail- 
able at G.. Maybee's jewellery 
store for the nightly concerts 
at the Opera House. 

Records show that in 1910, a 
shooting match became an en- 
tirely new attraction. A “Chil- 
dren's Day at the Fair” was es- 
tablished for all boys and girls 
of North Hastings of sixteen 
years of age and under. 

In 1919, the newspaper re- 
ported, “Never have so many 
people passed through the gates 
and paid admission to Madoc’s

great show. The gate receipts 
were almost a thousand dollars. 
Never in the history of the fair 
have we seen a more peaceful 
crowd, freedom from every- 
thing of a coarse and vulgarna- 
ture. What a contrast from our 
fairs of a few years ago, when 
drunkenness, swearing, fight- 
ing and accidents character- 
ized these events. What higher 
eulogy could be pronounced 
on the operation of the no li- 
cenise system that was given 
on the agricultural grounds 
last Wednesday.” 
Volunteers with the Fair 
Board discovered humour- 
ous records and information, 
one dating to about 1906, the 
Uncle of Ross Mgorcroft, Fred 
Moorcroft, pedalled from their 
farm in Remingtor to the fair 
grounds on the old Marmo- 
ra Road, against his father’s 
good judgment.

KANANASKIS, Alberta--Fed- 
eral, provincial and territorial 
ministers of agriculture have 
reached agreement and di- 
rected that policy options be 
developed on a wide range of 
initiatives relating to Canadas 
agriculture and agri-food sec- 
tors.

Humid weather heightens 


worry for West Nile virus 


TORONTO--- The hot, humid 
weather affecting most of On- 
tario is creating favourable con- 
ditions for mosquitoes, which 
means Ontario residents need to 
continue taking precautions to 
safeguard against getting West 
Nile virus, Dr. Sheela Basrur, 
Ontarios Chief Medical Officer 
of Health, has indicated. 
“Most people may not be 
too happy about the hot, sticky 
weather conditions we've been 
experiencing, but mosquitoes 
love it; Dr. Basrur said. “This 
weather provides excellent breed- 


To stay safe and healthy this sum- 
mer, Ontarians need to be vigi- 
lant about protecting themselves 
against the disease.” 

Avoid mosquito bites by: 

- Clearing eavestroughs and 
other artificial water containers 
(birdbaths, wheelbarrows, cans, 
etc.) and removing stagnant 
water around the home 
sonal mosquito repellents, such 
as those containing DEET 

- Wearing light-coloured, 
long-sleeved shirts and pants 
when going outside between

“For some people, West Nile 
virus can cause serious and 
long lasting illness,” said Dr.

ey and without the freedom to 
speak what is in their hearts and 
their daily fears. 

“[am very happy to be here in 
Canada. I am proof that it makes 
a difference. The comparison is 
wonderful... |am free to talk. My 
Mom is afraid to talk over the 
phone. Over there, you could 
just disappear. People have just 
disappeared” After three years of 
Canadian fresh air and opportu- 
nities, Mila said she sometimes 
forgets the struggles of the life 
she left behind. 

Her mother, a professor, earns 
$100 a month Canadian. Mila 
sends what she can. Her hopes 
are to give whatever reprieve she 
can for her family and her heart 
is heavy with the load she car- 
ries. The financial burden stops 
her visits. Taking presents to her 
family is expensive, but she is 
taking one step at a time and 
is overjoyed that she has been 
able to give her sister, Katrina, 
reprieve, at least for awhile. 

“It gets cold in Belarus. Many 
need winter clothes, good boots,

books or school supplies.” Mila 
says some children have never 
seen a computer, but it is the 
simple things they are much in 
need of. 

“The Childrens Program is one 
of the main initiatives of Quinte's 
Children of Chernobyl (QCOC). 
QCOC brings children over from 
the Chausy and Drogitchin areas 
within the contaminated zone, for 
respite visits in Belleville and the 
place for eight weeks, June through 
August. The children and their 
interpreters are billeted with local 
families, who raise the funds to 
bring the children over through 
private and/or group fundraising, 
The cost for a child under 12 is 
$1,600.00 and a child 12 and over 
is $1,800.00. Once in Canada, 
the host families cover all addi- 
tional costs; quotes from QCOC 
website. “When children come 


- to Canada through the QCOCs 


Children’s Program, they receive 
medical attention from local doc- 
tors and dentists who give their 
time and expertise at no cost to 
the Belarusian children or their 
host families.... QCOC have in 
the past sent over the counter 
pharmaceutical products such 
as vitamins, tylenol, cough medi- 
cines, medicated ointments and 
other medicines such as these to 
be distributed to families in the 
surrounding areas.”

Toronto --- Did your great- 
grandfather take Vimy Ridge? 
Did he play a part in the 
three-month battle at Pass- 
chendaele? Did he break 
’ through the German line 
at Amiens? 

For a landmark film to 
mark the 90th anniversary 
of the First World War, the 
CBC is recruiting 300 descen- 
dants of those who went to 
war between 1914 and 1918.

recorded the summer storms 
percussive—and repercussive— 
music from the second floor of 
the townhouse she lives in. Little 
did she know that the follow- 
ing morning, the aftermath of 
Mother Nature's concert would 
result in damage in the millions 
of dollars to property. 

Among those who suffered 
great losses, the Learning Dis- 
abilities Association of Peterbor- 
ough (LDAP)—a not-for-profit 
organization and a United Way 
member agency—lost every- 
thing. At the time, they were 
located in the basement of 159 
King Street in downtown Pe- 
terborough, where the waters 
surpassed the ceilings. 

Everyone pitched in to help 
those who had been affected 
by the flood and a year later, 
the Learning Disabilities As- 
sociation of Peterborough is 
still picking up the pieces and 
rebuilding. 

“The flood didn’t dampen 
LDAP’s dedication to children, 
youth and adults with learning 
disabilities,” says Ms. Bruce.

Quietudes 

As with all projects, Ms. Bruce 
needed a theme. Rather than 
focus on what had been taken 
by the flood, Ms. Bruce searched 
for what the flood had given the 
residents of Peterborough. 

“It’s odd to say that the flood, 
in all its destructiveness, brought 
a certain peace and quiet to 
the area, but it did,” she says. 
“And in that peace and quiet, 
the beauty of simple gestures 
emerged—strangers helping 
people they didn't know, com- 
munities pulling together, gen- 
uine concern for the well being 
of others. And in the midst of 
all that, the theme for this CD 
emerged.” 

In the midst of 100 million 
words spoken or written in Eng- 
lish, the word “quietudes” is used 
about seven times . Ms. Bruce 
felt that both the meaning of 
the word and the frequency 
with which it is used encom- 
passed the soul of the project 
and the project became known 
as “Quietudes.”

Represented in the raid were OPP Drug Enforcement Section team, 
a joint investigation between members of the OPP Drug Enforcement, 
North East Region OPP and North Bay Police Service.

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The Dreaded “Hot Spot” 


It has been a warm summer and the allergy season is at its peak. Along 
with our runny eves and noses we often see our canine friends begin to 
itch. This casual itching and licking can quickly become a skin emergency 
requiring immediate veterinary attention 

Hot Spots are bacterial infections of a dog's skin that can develop over the 
course of hours. Underlying factors stimulate the itch-scratch cycle, such 
as food, environmental, or flea allergies. Your dog may start itching one 
night and wake up the next morning to a patch ot skin that is red, raw, 
and extremely painful.

Last year OMAFRA reported that farmers had reduced their pes- 
ticide use by 52 per cent, as measured in amount of active ingredient. 
However, they were often asked if this really reduced any potential 
of new, lower risk pesticides, they've reduced potential risk to the 

The OMAFRA study looked at three different measures used to 
evaluate the potential risk of pesticides to humans and the environ- 
ment; the Environmental Impact Quotient (EIQ), the Environmen- 
tal Health Index (EHI), and the Priority Substances List (PSL) score. 
(The three scoring systems use different methods of calculating 
measurements as ranges.) All three scoring systems found that the 
reduction in potential risk was greater than the reduction in use, all 
reporting a reduction in potential risk per kg of pesticide used. 

The Ontario Survey of Pesticide Use has been conducted every 
five years since 1973. OMAFRAS Food Systems 2002 program be- 
gan in 1987 with a goal of reducing agricultural pesticide use by 50 
per cent of the amount used in 1983. The three main components 
of the program were 1) a mandatory pesticide education program, 
as requested by farmers (the Grower Pesticide Safety Course), 2) 
hiring of Integrated Pest Management (IPM) staff, and 3) approxi- 
mately $800,000 per year in research to develop new methods to 
reduce pesticide use. 

‘The primary objective of the Valuation of the Changes in Pesti- ~ 
cide Risk study-was to assess the potential risk associated with pes- 
ticide use on agricultural crops in Ontario in 2003. The aim was to 
determine if the Food Systems 2002 goal of 50 per cent reduction 
in agricultural pesticide use was matched by at least a 50 per cent 
reduction in potential risk
